1 . AP - SCHWEID: KISSINGER DECLARED TODAY THE US IS 
READY TO RECOGNIZE SOVIET-BACKED ANGOLA IF IT EXPELS ALL

MILLION GIFT TO THE AFRICAN DEVELOPMENT FUND TO PROMOTE 
INDUSTRY; - CONTINUED LOWERING OF TRADE BARRIERS, PARTICUL- 
ARLY TARIFFS FOR TROPICAL PRODUCTS; - ASSISTANCE IN SETTING 
UP AN INTERNATIONAL ENERGY INSTITUTE TO HELP DEVELOPING 
NATIONS DEVISE EFFECTIVE PROGRAMS. HE SAID HE WOULD HAVE 
MORE TO OFFER NEXT WEEK IN NAIROBI AT THE UNCTAD. 

2. UPI - ANDERSON: KISSINGER WARNED AFRICAN NATIONS 
TONIGHT THAT IF THEY AUTOMATICALLY OPPOSED US POLICIES 
THEY COULD NOT EXPECT STRONG AMERICAN PUBLIC SUPPORT FOR 
THE DEVELOPMENT OF A NEW RELATIONSHIP WITH THE CONTINENT. 
(ANDERSON QUOTES FROM STATE BANQUET SPEECH.) 

3. UPI - ANDERSON: UPON KISSINGER'S ARRIVAL LIBERIAN 
FOREIGN MINISTER CECIL DENNIS TOLD HIM: "WE COMMEND YOU 
FOR THE FAR-REACHING STATEMENT YOU MADE IN LUSAKA WHEN 
YOU OUTLINED VERY EXTENSIVELY THE THRUST OF THE US POLICY 
IN SOUTHERN AND CENTRAL AFRICA." (ANDERSON THEN QUOTES 
FROM KISSINGER'S SPEECH ON FOREIGN TROOPS IN ANGOLA.) 

4. UPI - ANDERSON: KISSINGER, VISIBLY AGITATED BY THE 
REAGAN STATEMENT (REAGAN : "I AM AFRAID WE ARE GOING TO 
HAVE A MASSACRE IN RHODESIA") TOLD REPORTERS ABOARD THE 
PLANE THAT THE ACCUSATION WAS "TOTALLY IRRESPONSIBLE." 
KISSINGER SAID "THERE IS A DANGER OF OUTSIDE INTERVENTION 
WHICH COULD INTENSIFY IT. I TRIED TO DEVELOP A PROGRAM 
THAT PUTS EMPHASIS ON NEGOTIATION AND PUTS A TIMETABLE

5. REUTER - NELSON: (HIGHLIGHTS OF KISSINGER BANQUET 
SPEECH NOT REPORTED) KISSINGER ARRIVED IN LIBERIA FROM 
ZAIRE WHERE HE DISMISSED A POSSIBLE THREAT TO ZAIRE 
FROM THE CUBANS AND AN ESTIMATED 350 SOVIET TANKS IN 
ANGOLA. 

THE US PLANS TO INCREASE MILITARY CREDITS TO ZAIRE FROM 
$19 MILLION TO $27 MILLION IN THE COMING YEAR. 

US OFFICIALS DISCLOSED THAT A US MILITARY SURVEY TEAM 
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WOULD VISIT ZAIRE IN MAY. HE SAID MOBUTU AND KISSINGER

BOHANNAN: SECRETARY OF STATE KISSINGER HAS ARRIVED IN

KISSINGER TOLD NEWSMEN IT IS TOTALLY IRRESPONSIBLE TO

CHARGES BY PRESIDENTIAL CHALLENGER RONALD REAGAN, KISSINGER

BETWEEN BLACK LIBERATIONIST AND RHODESIA'S WHITE MINORITY 
GOVERNMENT. KISSINGER SAID SUCH TALKS ARE THE ONLY WAY 

TO AVOID A MASSACRE WHICH, HE SAID. WOULD BE AN OUTRAGE. 

KALB: PRESIDENT MOBUTU SAYS HE HAS RECEIVED CLARIFICATION 
FROM MOSCOW AND HAVANA THAT THEY DO NOT INTEND TO PURSUE 
ANY MORE ANGOLAS IN AFRICA, BUT THE ZAIRE PRESIDENT ADDED 
IT IS NOT UP TO ME TO SAY WHETHER THIS IS TRUE OR FALSE. 

HE MADE THOSE REMARKS AT A NEWS CONFERENCE JUST PRIOR 
TO KISSINGER'S DEPARTURE FOR LIBERIA. HE MADE IT CLEAR 
THAT HE WOULD APPRECIATE A STRENGTHENING OF THE ZAIRE 
DEFENSE ESTABLISHMENT BY INCREASED US AID. WITH A REFER- 
ENCE TO THE PAST. MOBUTU CHARGED THAT THE UNITED STATES 
DOES NOT DO ITS DUTY IN ANGOLA BUT MOBUTU PRAISED THE 
NEW US POLICY TOWARD AFRICA, SAYING THAT THE UNITED STATES

TODAY SECRETARY OF STATE KISSINGER SAID THE UNITED STATES

IF IT EXPELS ALL CUBAN TROOPS. HE ALSO OFFERED AN AMERICAN
